On November 3, 1983, President Ronald 
Reagan designated the 3rd Monday in January 
as the official legal federal holiday in recognition 
of Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr.'s struggles and oc- 
complishments for peace, justice, and equality 
for all people. New Jersey passed legislation in 
1977 designating January 15 as a legal state holi- 
day. Legislation has been introduced that will 
ollow New Jersey's celebration to conform with 
the federal law.
